TEL AVIV. Israel, July 12 UP}— 
The Arab stronghold towns of Lyd- 
da and Br Ramie surrendered today 
to the Jews, but armored columns 
of the Trans-Jordan Arab Legion 
roared back in counterattack. 
Lydda. site of Jerusalem's air 
threshold, and her sister town fell 
easily to the Jews. After two days 
of half-hearted fighting the Arabs 
gave up. 
The Jews were cautious about the 
surrender. Irsael's chief of opera­ 
tions said it was not a decisive 
victory in the fight to ram a wedge 
to Jerusalem via Latrun. 
Stage Set Far Decisive Battle 
He said the surrender has set 
the stage for a decisive battle which 
may develop within the next two 
or three days. 
Arab Legion artillery men swarm­ 
ed around the rocky forefeet of the 
Judean hills within sight of Lydda 
and Et Ramie. 
Associated Press Correspondent 
James lf. Long at &* Ramie re­ 
ported artillery battles were develop­ 
ing in the craggy, ancient hills east 
and northeast of the Jewish-cap­ 
tured towns. Above the grey dust 
kicked up by shells dust-cones dan­ 
ced across the terrain. Long said 
the impetus of the offensive up from 
the plains toward Jerusalem still 
is in Jewish hands. 
The big test of Israel’s soldiers is 
yet to be fought against the hard­ 
bitten troops of the Arab Legion, 
Long reported. 
Drive On Lainm Likely 
Lydda was considered by observ­ 
ers as a big prize for the Jews 
primarily for its airport, but with 
the fall of the twin towns a pos­ 
sibility opened to slog through Arab 
defenses to the key town of Lat­ 
run. It was from the commanding 
point at Latrun that the Arabs 
smashed at food convoys trying to 
get through to Jerusalem's Jews. 
Jerusalem’s 100,000 Jews were joy­ 
ful at the news Lydda and ET 
Ramie had fallen, a pooled dis­ 
patch from the Holy City said. 
Some of them thought it would 
now be only a matter of days until 
the old lifeline road from Tel Aviv 
to the Holy City will be commanded 
by Israel's men.

The report was distributed to 
council delegates tonight only a 
few hours after Bemadotte ar­ 
rived from his Middle East head­ 
quarters. It will be considered by 
the council at an emergency ses­ 
sion tomorrow (IO a. rn. EST) when 
the mediator plans to elaborate on 
his views. 
In his conclusions, Bemadotte 
said immediate cessation of hostili­ 
ties in the Holy Land is only a first 
step. 
“The question must be answered 
at some stage whether the interna­ 
tional community is willing to tol­ 
erate resort to armed force as the 
means for settlement of the Pales­ 
tine issue.** the Swedish Count said.

Sen. Taft (R-Ohio) predicted today 
that the Dewey-Warren Republican 
banner will “sweep” three veteran 
Democratic senators out of their 
seats in the November elections. 
The

chief conceded to a news conference 
that a half dozen states are con­ 
sidered “doubtful” from a Senate 
standpoint. But he insisted that he 
had no doubt as to the ability of 
New York’s Gov. Thomas E Dewey 
and California’s Gov. Earl Warren 
to lead them into the COP fold. 
Taft ticked off as “doubtful" the 
states of Kentucky. Oklahoma. New 
Mexico.

GOF Now Has 21-49 Edge 
The Republicans now have 51

That’s the 
Demo cratic Party as its natio nal co nv entio n co nv ened 
in Philadelphia' yesterday at no o n, and that’s Harry 
Truman. 
Winds o f co ntentio n and dero gatio n hav e 
been blo wing aro und him in all directio ns—fro m the 
New Dealers, fio m the city bo sses, fro m the So uth, fro m 
Harlem and fro m J immie Ro o sev elt. 
But they seem 
to hav e blo wn themselv es o ut. 
At leart the o ccupant o f the area o f lo w pressure 
kno ws what he wants; credit him with singleness o f 
purpo se, and the adv antages it brings. 
He wants to 
succeed himself as his party's candidate fo r President. 
Lo o ks like he wo uld. 
If no thing else, he might be 
the pro duct o f centrifugal fo rces the o ther name o f 
which is despair. 
The cyclo ne has v eered o ff to swirl abo ut the gro up 
endeav o ring to build a platfo rm o n which Mr. Truman 
must stand in the co ming campaign. 
Sev eral issues, 
including Civ il Rights, are giv ing the framers o f this 
do cument thumping headaches. 
Under Co nstitutio nal usage, each state is so lely 
respo nsible fo r the maintenance o f o rder within its 
o wn bo rders, and to r prescribing v o ting qualificatio ns, 
sav e as to “ race, co lo r, o r prev io us co nditio ns o t 
serv itude.” 
The natio n has no rights in these mat­ 
ters, o r at lea.*Jt has nev er exercised them. 
Familiar 
Illustratio ns are the federal laws regulating co mmerce 
and penalizing kidnapping; they apply o nly when the 
co mmerce is interstate, o r w'here a kidnaper has taken 
his v ictim acro ss a state bo rder. 
The usual o bjectio n to what is called the Civ il 
Rights pro gram is that it wo uld extend the natio nal 
autho rity Into the states. 
While it has general pro ­ 
v isio ns relativ e to discriminatio n in emplo yment, its 
mam targets are lynching (o ne case last year as 
against 20,000 cases o f murder, manslaughter and 
rape) and tht po ll tax as a prerequisite fo r v o ting 
(fiv e states o ut o f 48 require it where no t many years 
ago there were a do zen). 
Wrestlmg with this pro blem—and it is a pro blem 
—the Demo cratic platfo rm co mmittee is wo rking o ut 
a so lutio n which Is a classic case o f do uble talk. 
One 
plan wo uld reaffirm the Civ U Rights plank in the 1944 
platfo rm. 
AiKilher, which is said to be “ v ery stro ng” 
—this to reassure the So uth—wo uld declare the Demo - 
craUc Party’s o ppo sitio n to federal interference with 
State Rights. 
To put it in parliamentary phrase, the seco nd 
strikes o ut the enacting clause o f the first. 
The re­ 
sult—like the kno wn v iews o f a certain reluctant 
Demo cratic presidential po ssibility—seems to be zero , 
o r IS it less than that? 


Ho ly L an d M ay Be In 
F or An o th er Blo o d Bath 
The fo ur weeks o f uneasy truce are o v er in Pales­ 
tine and, unless the unexpected happens, the Ho ly 
Land Is In fo r ano ther bath o f blo o d. 
Dev elo pments came quickly in the final week o f 
the truce. 
The settlement o ffer pro po sed by UN 
Mediato r Swedish Co unt Fo lke Bernado tte was reject­ 
ed by bo th the Arab League and the Israeli go v ern­ 
ment. 
The Arabs likewise rejected an extensio n o f 
the truce, altho ugh Israel was willing to agree to o ne. 
Co unt Bemado tte’s pro po sal fo r peace in Palestine 
was no t likely to be accepted. 
While it co ntained a 
pro v isio n fo r a dual Arab-J ewish state, with a central 
co uncil to maintain peace between the two div isio ns, 
it required many co ncessio ns by bo th sides, co ncessio ns 
which neither was prepared to make. 
Particularly 
o bno xio us to the Arabs was the pro v isio n fo r further 
J ewish Immigratio n into the Ho ly Land. 
Fighting already had bro ken o ut befo re the o fficial 
end o f the truce, with Egyptian and Israeli fo rces 
lo cked In battle. 
This bro ught a pro mpt appeal fro m 
Israel to the United Natio ns and an emergency sessio n 
o f the Security Co uncil to co nsider stro ng actio n. 
This, apparently. Is the o nly ho pe remaining to 
av o id o pen and pro lo nged warfare In Palestine. 
'The 
Security Co uncil can ado pt sev eral measures, including 
eco no mic sanctio ns, which co uld be effectiv e. 'The 
final reso rt co uld be military actio n. 
This, ho wev er, 
is no t desired especially by the Western demo cracies, 
since any J o int liN military fo rce wo uld, quite pro b­ 
ably, hav e to co ntain Russian tro o ps, and a Russian 
fo o tho ld in the Ho ly Land sho uld be av o ided at all 
co sts. 
The situatio n is a challenging o ne to the United 
Natio ns. 
If It can suppress the war it will still face 
the baffling pro blem o f finding a permanent so lutio n 
to the Palestine puzzle, a so lutio n which has been 
made mo re remo te by the so rry failure o f Co unt 
Bemado tte’s effo rts. 
If that fails to bring an end 
to warfare the struggle in Palestine might well beco me 
a to rch which co uld set o ff a co nflagratio n ultimately 
engulfing the who le wo rld.

But there is o ne v ein (femo ral) 
that is mo re impo rtant than the 
o thers. It lies deep in the tissues 
o f the leg and pro v es mo st tro uble­ 
so me sho uld it beco me o bstructed. 
Inflammatio n is likely to fo llo w 
childbirth, pneumo nia, o r abdo mi­ 
nal o iieratio n. Pain in the thigh 
ts generally no ticed at first; then 
the extremity beco mes swo llen, pale, 
and slightly co lder 
than 
no rmal. 
Since this v essel is lo cated deep 
in the leg, tenderness is difficult 
to elicit except o n the inner aspect 
o f the thigh where it co mes clo ser 
to the surface. 
If infectio n is marked, fev er and 
o ther signs o f infectio n are present 
and two o r three weeks will pass 
befo re the co nditio n subsides. When 
there is thro mbo phlebitis o f this 
v essel, it is adv isable to remain 
in bed wdth the leg elev ated. The 
applicatio n o f heat and the use o f 
penicillin are effectiv e in co ntro lling 
the infectio n. 


During the last decade, two addi­ 
tio nal treatments hav e been added 
to sho rten the co ur.se o f the disease 
and to minimize co mplicatio ns, llie 
inflamed v ein Irritates the arteries 
and, as a result, they hav e a ten­ 
dency to go into a state o f .spasm. 
Tills can be co mbated by Intro duc­ 
ing an anesthetic into certain nerv e.s 
(sympathetics) which lie in the 
back alo ng bo th sides o f the v erte­ 
bral co lumn. After this Is do ne, pain 
and 
swelling are o ften reliev ed 
dramatically. 
Sev eral 
such 
in­ 
jectio ns may be required befo re the 
desired effect is o btained. The sec­ 
o nd plan utilizes drugs to disco urage 
co agulatio n o f the blo o d. These are 
heparin and dico umarin and, al­ 
tho ugh they do no t affect the ex­ 
isting clo t, they prev ent it fro m 
gro wing larger. In this way, the 
chances that a piece will break o ff 
and lo dge In the lungs la minimized. 
After all signs o f inflammatio n 
subside, the inv o lv ed extremity Is 
wrapped in a bandage o r elastic 
sto cking befo re walking Is attempt­ 
ed, to decrease the po ssibility o f 
permanent swelling. This is kept 
o n during the day fo r sev eral weeks 
and reapplied whenev er swelling re­ 
turns. The pr(« edure is co ntinued 
until all ev idence o f edema dlsap- 
pears.

Co ma is due to to o much where­ 
as in insulin sho ck, there is to o 
little. When the sugar lev el is high, 
and co ma exists, the eyeballs are 
so ft, the skin is warm, respiratio n 
is heav y, the breath smells sweet­ 
ish, and sugar will be fo und in tlie 
urine, A blo o d analysis giv es abso ­ 
lute pro o f. In insulin sho ck, the 
pulse is weak, the skin pale, sweat­ 
ing is pro fuse, and lo ss o f co n­ 
scio usness is usually preceded by 
diso rientatio n, trembling, and de­ 
lusio ns.

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Winds Directed Against 
Truman Blowing Selves Out 


A cyclone (we quote) is any system of winds blow­ 
ing around a centre of low pressure.** 
That’s the 
Democratic Party as Its national convention convened 
ic Philadelphia yesterday at noon, and that’s Harry 
Truman. 
Wtnds of contention and derogation have 
been blowing around him in all directions—from the 
New Dealers, fio a the city bosses, from the South, from 
Harlem and from Jimmie Roosevelt. 
But they seem 
to have blown themselves out. 
At least the occupant of the area of low pressure 
knows what he wants; credit him with singleness ol 
purpose, and the advantages it brings. 
He wants to 
succeed himself as his party’s candidate for President. 
Looks like he would. 
If nothing else, he might be 
the product of centrifugal forces the other name of 
which is despair. 
The cyclone has veered off to swirl about the group 
endeavoring to build a platform on which Mr. Truman 
must stand in the coming campaign. 
Several issues. 
Including Civil Rights, are giving the framers of this 
document thumping headaches. 
Under Constitutional usage, each state is solely 
responsible for the maintenance of order within its 
own borders, and for prescribing voting qualifications, 
save as to -race, color, or previous conditions of 
servitude.” 
The nation has no rights in these mat­ 
ters, or at least has never exercised them. 
Familiar 
illustrations are the federal laws regulating commerce 
and penalizing kidnapping; they apply only when the 
commerce is interstate, or where a kidnaper has taken 
his victim across a state border. 
The usual objection to what is called the Civil 
Rights program is that it would extend the national 
authority into the states. 
While it has general pro­ 
visions relative to discrimination in employment, its 
main target; arc lynching (one case last year as 
against 20.000 cases of murder, manslaughter and 
rape) and tilt pell tax as a prerequisite for voting 
(live state: out of 48 require it where not many years 
ago there were a dozen). 
Wrestling with this problem—and it is a problem 
—the Democratic platlorm committee is working out 
a solution which is a classic case of double talk. 
One 
plan would reaffirm tile Civil Rights plank in the 1944 
platform. 
Another, which is said to be -very strong” 
—this to reassure the South—would declare the Demo­ 
cratic Party’s opposition to federal interference with 
Stale Rights. 
To put it in parliamentary phrase, the second 
strikes out the enacting clause of the first. 
The re­ 
sult—like the known views of a certain reluctant 
Democratic presidential possibility—seems to be zero, 
or is It lese than that? 


Holy Land May Be In 
For Another Blood Bath 
The four weeks of uneasy truce are over In Pales­ 
tine and, unless the unexpected happens, the Holy 
Land Is in for another bath of blood. 
Developments came quickly in the final week of 
the truce. 
The settlement offer proposed by UN 
Mediator Swedish Count Folke Be mad otic was reject­ 
ed by both the Arab League and the Israeli govern­ 
ment. 
The Arabs likewise rejected an extension of 
the truce, although Israel was willing to agree to one. 
Count Bemadotte’s proposal for peace in Palestine 
was not likely to be accepted. 
While it contained a 
provision for a dual Arab-Jewish state, with a central 
council to maintain peace between the two divisions, 
It required many concessions by both sides, concessions 
which neither was prepared to make. 
Particularly 
obnoxious to the Arabs was the provision for further 
Jewish immigration into the Holy Land. 
Fighting already had broken out before the official 
end of the truce, with Egyptian and Israeli forces 
locked in battle. 
This brought a prompt appeal from 
Lsrael to the United Nations and an emergency session 
of the Security Council to consider strong action. 
This, apparently, is the only hope remaining to 
avoid open and prolonged warfare in Palestine. 
The 
Security Council can adopt several measures, including 
economic sanctions, which could be effective. The 
final resort could be military action. 
This, however, 
is not desired especially by the Western democracies, 
since any Joint UN military force would, quite prob­ 
ably, have to contain Russian troops, and a Russian 
foothold in the Holy Land should be avoided at all 
costs. 
The situation is a challenging one to the United 
Nations. 
If it can suppress the war it will still face 
the baffling problem of finding a permanent solution 
to the Palestine puzzle, a solution which has been 
made more remote by the sorry failure of Count 
Bemadotte’s efforts. 
If that fails to bring an end 
to warfare the struggle in Palestine might well become 
a torch which could set off a conflagration ultimately 
engulfing the whole world.

But there is one vein (femoral) 
th at is more im portant than tile 
others. It lies deep in the tissues 
of the leg and proves most trouble­ 
some should it become obstructed. 
Inflammation is likely to follow 
childbirth, pneumonia, or abdomi­ 
nal operation. Pain in the thigh 
is generally noticed at first; then 
the extremity becomes swollen, pale, 
and slightly colder 
than 
normal. 
Since this vessel is located deep 
in the leg, tenderness is difficult 
to elicit except on the inner aspect 
of the thigh where it comes closer 
to the surface 
If infection is marked, fever and 
oilier signs of infection are present 
and two or three weeks will pass 
before the condition subsides. When 
there is thrombophlebitis of this 
vessel, it is advisable to remain 
in bed with the leg elevated. The 
application of heat and the use of 
penicillin are effective in controlling 
the infection. 


During the last decade, two addi­ 
tional treatm ents have been added 
to shorten the course of the discase 
and to minimize complications. The 
inflamed vein Irritates the arteries 
and, as a result, they have a ten­ 
dency to go into a state of spasm. 
This can be combated by introduc­ 
ing an anesthetic into certain nerves 
(sym pathetic^ 
which lie in the 
bock along both sides of the verte­ 
bral column. After this is done, pain 
and 
swelling are often 
relieved 
dramatically. 
Several 
such 
in­ 
jections may be required before the 
desired effect is obtained. The sec­ 
ond plan utilizes drugs to discourage 
coagulation of the blood. These are 
heparin and dicoumarin and. al­ 
though they do not affect the ex­ 
isting clot, they prevent it from 
growing larger. In this way, the 
chances th at a piece will break off 
and lodge In the lungs is minimized. 
After all signs of inflammation 
subside, the involved extremity is 
wrapped in a bandage or elastic 
stocking before walking is attem pt­ 
ed. to decrease the possibility of 
perm anent swelling. This is kept 
on during the day for several weeks 
and reapplied whenever swelling re­ 
turns. The procedure is continued 
until all evidence of edema disap­ 
pears.

possible to tell whether he is suffer­ 
ing from too much or too little 
sugar? 
Reply 
Coma Is due to too much where­ 
as in insulin shock, there is too 
little. When the sugar level is high, 
and coma exists, the eyeballs are 
soft, the skin is warm, respiration 
is heavy, the breath smells sweet­ 
ish, and sugar will be found in Hie 
urine. A blood analysis gives abso­ 
lute proof. In insulin shock, the 
pulse is weak, the skin pale, sweat­ 
ing is profuse, and loss of con­ 
sciousness is usually preceded by 
disorientation, trembling, and de­ 
lusions.

to keep the Supreme Court as a 
protective bulwark against reaction. 
Fearful th at his social program 
would be hacked down by the judi­ 
ciary—as it was by the Supreme 
Court prior to 1938— and worried 
lest reactionary successors sabotage 
the New Deal, Roosevelt appointed 
some of his ablest young executives 
to the bench. Douglas was one of 
them. 
There his hands have been tied 
politically, and he has dropped par­ 
tially out of sight. 
When you first meet Douglas. 
he looks as innocuous as a male 
ribbon clerk and talks as pleasant­ 
ly as Robert Taylor. But when the 
New York financial writers staged 
their annual dinner back in 1938. 
they handed the then cliairman of 
the Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission — Mr. Douglas—a black­ 
snake whip in token of what he had 
been doing to Wall Street. 
Douglas 
came 
to 
Washington 
shortly after the financial debacle 
of 1932, joined the newly created 
Securities and Exchange Commis­ 
sion. and undertook the job of 
cleaning up a system of financial 
brigandry winch had skimmed the 
savings from millions of investors. 
Today the Street is an example 
of virtue compared with what it 
was then. and 
one 
reason 
was 
Douglas’ wisecracking. Before he 
finished he had sent Richard W hit­ 
ney, onetime pillar of Wall Street 
respectability, to the penitentiary. 
Up By The Bootstraps 
Justice Douglas got 
hts 
early 
training under the late Chief Jus­ 
tice Harlan Stone when the latter 
was Dean of the Columbia Law 
School. Douglas, a rawboned, gang­ 
ling youngster from Yakima, Wash., 
had arrived in New York via the 
empty freight-car route with exact­ 
ly 36 cents in hts pocket, applied 
for a small loan from Columbia, 
and Gold papers on the streets of 
M anhattan to make tile loan go 
further. 
Once when hts finances were des­ 
perately low. and it looked as if 
he would have to drop out. Dean 
Stone took two hours out of a busy 
day to help Douglas get a new job. 


And when the Douglases later 
rented a suite in the Anchorage 
apartm ent house, its owner at one­ 
time asked her attorney to bring 
an eviction suit against the Justice 
of the Supreme Court because the 
Douglas family kept food in a cold- 
alr locker outside the window and 
hung the washing up in too con­ 
spicuous a 
place. 
Tile 
attorney, 
Fontaine Bradley, nearly had a fit 
at the idea of suing a Justice of the 
Supreme Court, finally persuaded 
the apartm ent-house owner th at 
the Douglases were going to move 
anyway—which they did.

rd as Secretary of the Interior, 
Truman offered him the lckrs 
vacancy and Douglas was brief­ 
ly tempted.

Douglas was a close friend and 
intim ate adviser of Roosevelt’s to 
the very end.

But Douglas help­ 
ed out on various national-defense 
matters, especially the development 
of adequate electric power. It was 
his quiet backstage work on this, 
long before Pearl Harbor, th at was 
responsible for the nation having 
enough power to take care of its 
tremendous war needs, including the 
m anufacture of the atomic bomb. 


Douglas has said he wasn’t 
seeking any political office— 
which is true. Right now he is 
out in the Columbia River basin 
country where he grew up and 
where he always spends 
the 
summer, fishing, riding a row 
pony. and enjoying his neigh­ 
bors. There he would prefer to 
stay.

PHILADELPHIA. July 12 — The

The vice-presidential post can go 
to the man Mr. Truman picks, as 
he controls the convention. But 
there is no evidence of any desire 
to foreclose the contest by orders 
from the White House. On the con­ 
trary, the vice-presidential vacancy 
affords an opportunity to give the 
delegates a chance to express them ­ 
selves. 
In the final analysis, the Pres­ 
ident will have to step in and in­ 
dicate hi* choice. The dilemma is an 
extraordinary one. To placate the 
South is one objective. To placate 
the New Dealers in the north is 
another, and to placate the terro- 
torial claimants is still another. 
Justice Douglas for vice president 
would satisfy the New Dealers but 
not the South. Senator O’Mahoney 
would please the New Dealers and 
the west but not the South. Repre­ 
sentative Rayburn of Texas might 
satisfy North and South, as also 
Senator Barkley of Kentucky. 
Maybe in all the talk about con­ 
stitutional 
reforms 
affecting 
the 
vice presidency, some day there will 
be three vice presidents. Certainly 
if it had been feasible it would have 
furnished a way out of the difficulty 
in which the Democrats find them ­ 
selves this year. If they could select 
one from the south, one from the 
west and one from the east they 
could readily harmonize their party 
differences. 
Civil Rights Serious Problem 
Already the tact of the men be­ 
hind the scenes in the Truman 
camp is settling one serious prob­ 
lem -civil rights. The plan Is to re­ 
peat the 1944 civil rights plank from 
the Democratic platform on which 
Franklin 
Roosevelt 
ran 
for 
his 
fourth term. Surely anything that 
Mr. Roosevelt approved would be 
considered good enough by New 
Dealers. As for the southerners, they 
accepted the plank four years ago 
and can't go back on it now. There 
will, of course, be efforts to amend 
it from both north and south but 
the controversy will end by not 
changing a syllable of it. 


The collapse of the Elsenhower 
draft idea has left the Trum an 
forces in control here, and they will 
write the platform.

Revolt Not Insignfkant 
The revolt inside the Democratic 
Party cannot be dismissed as in­ 
significant, even though no oppon­ 
ent was agreed upon by the anti- 
Truman forces as the man around 
whom to rally. The revolt is deep­ 
seated and will not be squelched b f 
the forthcoming Truman nomina­ 
tion. 
Too many of the men here who a n 
supporting the President do not be­ 
lieve he has a ghost of a chance of 
being elected next autumn. There 
is a noticeable air of defeatism. It 
will require some mental acrobatics 
for the New Dealers to embrace the 
Trum an nomination after the con­ 
vention. 
Yet they have nowhere else to 
go—they do not want to Join Wal­ 
lace and lone what chance they 
might have to reorganize the Demo­ 
cratic Party along New Deal line* 
if Truman is beaten this year. 
Best Chance For Harmony

Sub-committees To 
Be Named Soon 


The Cumberland Charter Com­ 
mission last n^ht voted unanim­ 
ously to include a home rule provi­ 
sion in the new city charter, no 
matter what form of government 
Is recommended. 
In other action, the group agreed 
tliat 
sub-committees 
should 
be 
named to make recommendations 
regarding finance, personnel, nomi­ 
nations and elections, and home 
rule provisions so that work can 
begin on the preliminary frame­ 
work of the new' charter. 
Chairman Isaac Hirsch said he 
will 
appoint the sub-committees 
within the next few days. 
Conferences Planned 
The group also decided to invite 
representatives of the city mana­ 
ger and “ strong mayor” forms of 
government to come to Cumberland 
for cOTifercnces with the œmmit- 
tec. 
Mayor Richard Sweeney of Hag­ 
erstown W'as mentioned In connec­ 
tion w’ith the latter category, since 
that city at present operates under 
the “ strong mayor” system. 
A letter Hirsch received recently 
from Charles Z, Heskett, former city 
attorney, commenting on a radio 
discussion sponsored J une 25 by 
the charter committee, was read at 
the meeting. 
Referring to the discussion re­ 
garding the functions of a city 
manager, Heskett said in part: 
“ In crea t^ a city managership, 
the legislative functions of the city 
government 
would 
be 
separated 
from the administrative functions. 
If this point were clearly under­ 
stood. then the charge that a city 
manager is a litUe czar wrould be 
completely met. 
“ I think that you (Hirsch) and 
mvself can readily agree that im­ 
provement in the city government 
needs to be sought in administra­ 
tive functions.” Heskett continued. 
“ In other words, the problem is 
getting the most and best form of 
public service from the city for our 
tax dollars.” 
Power» Should Be Broad 
He commented that a city mana­ 
ger’s pow'ers and duties, so long 
as they are confined to administra­ 
tive matters, should bé very broad, 
since “ otherwise, the city manager 
would be unable to function effi­ 
ciently because of interference from 
the Mayor and City Council. 
“ On the other hand,” Heskett 
a&id in the letter, “ a city manager 
does not have, and should not 
have, any legislative functions. 
“ He could recommend 
to the 
Mayor and City Council such ordi­ 
nances as might seem desirable, but 
responsibility 
for 
enactment 
of 
ordinances should rest solely with 
the Mayw and City Council.” 


Enlistees-Reservists 


To Get Job Protedion 


Robert K. Salyers, director of the 
Bureau of Veterans Reemplojinent 
Rights, United States Department 
of Labor, announces that re-em- 
plovmcnt provisions of the Selective 
Scn'ice Act of 1948 are applicable 
to enlistees and reserve personnel 
as to persons who may bc*inducted. 
The solicitor of labor has issued 
an opinion stating that although 
persons may not be inducted or 
ordered to active duty within nine­ 
ty days after J une 24, 1948, the 
effective date of the new draft act, 
anv one voluntarily enlisting or 
caÛed to active duty subsequent 
to that date is entitled to all the 
re-employment rights and benefits 
conferred by the act. 
The Selective Service Act of 1948 
provides that any person enlisting 
for not more than three years shall 
be entitled, upon expiration of his 
enlistment, to re-employment rights. 
However, such rights do not carry 
beyond the first enlistment unless 
it is extended by law. A member 
of a reserve component w'ho re­ 
sponds to an order or call to an 
extended period of active duty is 
likewise entitled to re-employment 
lights if he is honorably relieved 
from such active duty not later 
than three years from the time he 
began it, or as soon thereafter as 
he is permitted to be relieved from 
active duty. 
“ In general,” Salyers stated, “ the 
re-employment rights conferred by 
the newr act are substantially like 
those guaranteed to veterans of 
World War II. Individuals now in 
the service are still covered by the 
old acts. Under the new Selective 
Service- Act, responsibility for as­ 
sistance in connection with re-em­ 
ployment rights is vested in the 
Secretary of Labor. These functions 
will be pyerformed by the Bureau 
of Veterans’ Re-employment Rights, 
the same organization which is 
currently assisting World War II 
veterans to obtain their former jobs.

Robert K Salyers, director of the 
Bureau of Veterans Reemployment 
Rights. United States Department 
of Labor, announce* that re-em­ 
ployment provisions of the Selective 
Sendee Act of 1948 are applicable 
to enlistees and reserve personnel 
as to persons who may be'inducted. 
The solicitor of labor has issued 
an opinion stating that although 
persons may not be inducted or 
ordered to active duty within nine­ 
ty days after June 24, 1948. the 
effective date of the new draft act, 
any one voluntarily enlisting or 
coiled to active duty subsequent 
to that date is entitled to all the 
re-employment rights and benefits 
conferred by the act. 
The Selective Sendee Act of 1948 
provides that any person enlisting 
for not more than three years shall 
be entitled, upon expiration of his 
enlistment, to re-employment rights. 
However, such rights do not carry 
beyond the first enlistment unless 
it is extended by law. A member 
of a resend? component who re­ 
sponds to an order or call to an 
extended period of active duty is 
likewise entitled to re-employment 
rights lf he is honorably relieved 
from such active duty not later 
than three years from the time he 
began it, or as soon thereafter as 
he is permitted to be relieved from 
active duty. 
-In general," Salyers stated, "the 
re-employment rights conferred by 
the new act are substantially like 
those guaranteed to veterans of 
World War IL Individuals now in 
the sendee are still covered by the 
old acts. Under the new Selective 
Service Act, responsibility for as­ 
sistance rn connection with re-em­ 
ployment rights Is vested In the 
Secretary of Labor. These functions 
will be performed by the Bureau 
cd Veterans' Re-employment Rights, 
the same organization which is 
currently assisting World War ll 
veteran* to obtain their former jobs.
